He has lied even when he 
didn't need to. a.'; when the German.'! were 
winning In the early days of the cnslcrn war. 
Tlint wa.sn't enouRh. Gocbbels had to annihi- 
late Ihe Russian armies— repeatedly. 

Early In the flying bomb barraRe. Goebbnls 
tolri the world that London was (-omplplely 
destroyed. When this lino became ridiculous 
he had to try sometliing else. So now he Is 
saying that the 10-weeks' robot attacks ore 
"the greatest and most prolonged bombard- 
ment In the hl.story of war." 

That, too. Is bunk. The nazIs have been 
getting an average of 100 one-ton bombs 
through to London each day. Seventy doys 
of this Is 7000 tons of bombs. If Goebbels has 
forgotten how much more than that the al- 
■ lies dropped on jBerlln and other German 
cities m repeated 1000-plane raids, the world 
— IncludUiR Ihe residents of those eltle.'i— has 
not. 

It must not be concluded, however, that the 
. robot attacks are realty falling short of nazi 
expectations, simply because nazl propagan- 
da makes outlandish claims for them. The 
conclusion might be loglca! with normal peo- 
ple, but the Goebbels circle Is not normal. 
For Goebbels It Is not enough that these 
eneak attacks are a new and potent horror. 
He must He about them, simply because he Is 
a congenital and perennial liar. 

It may be that Gocbbels has forgotten what 
truth is. It may be that Hitler spoke truly 
when he said that If you tell a lie often 
enough It will be believed— but It Is clear now 
it. he s h ould-havo-ad dod-that-t-he-only-
